Slight Increase Proposed 
In Administrative Funds

The budget for the 1996 - 
1997 fiscal year (FY97) for 
General Government started 
the Greenbelt City Council 
budget worksession of Tues- 
day April 9. The General 
Government account covers 
the basic administrative func- 
tions that support the services 
provided by all the other City 
departments. Within this de- 
partment are the city manager, 
city clerk and the Finance and 
Administrative Services De- 
partment employees along 
with Community Promotion. 
It covers the costs of imple- 
menting city council policy, 
responding to citizens’ re- 
quests for city services, and 
communicating with the gen- 
eral public. Activities bud- 
geted under this department 
include maintenance of city 
buildings, insurance, publica- 
tion of legal notices, member- 
ships in municipal associa- 
tions, legal fees, election costs 
and costs associated with the 
city council. The proposed 
budget allocates 1.28 million 
for thes account,-a 1,1% in- 
crease over the current year’s 
budget (but a 0.6% decrease 
from estimated) expenditures. 

The conflict between diffi- 
cult fiscal times and the 
public’s expectations for city 
services make this year’s bud- 
get review a challenging expe- 
rience. In the current fiscal 
year, for the first time, the 
city’s assessable base de- 
clined, and the forecast for 
FY97 is that this base will 
drop again. The assessable 
base is the value of real prop- 
erty upon which the city can 
assess taxes. Property taxes 


collected account for nearly 
50% of all city revenue. Ac- 
cording to the city manager’s 
budget document, “Matching 
the expected quality of ser- 


vice city residents have come 


to expect with scarce re- 
sources will be the overriding 
management theme in the 
foreseeable future.” 

In light of the constraints 
on city finances some of the 
needs of General Government 
will go unmet this year, as 
recommended in the budget 
proposal. Topping the list of 
unmet needs is a new com- 
puter system which is needed 
to operate a new computer- 
ized financial management 


system. The computer would. 


have replaced the present 
computer and would have net- 
worked all the city depart- 
ments thereby meeting their 
needs for enhanced computing 
as well. According to Hobbs, 
the city staff will have to 
come back to the city council 
at some time in the future 
with a proposal for a new 
system as the current one will 
soon need replacement. 

Items increasing in expense 
for FY97 include insurance 
premiums which are projected 
to increase to $466,473 - 
about 8% over projected lev- 
els in FY96 and the personnel 
costs in Finance and Adminis- 
trative Services are up about 

% to $481,700. - 

One item that helps the 
FY9? budget is that there is 
no need to budget for voter 
registration and elections due 
to the lack of a regular elec- 
tion of the city council during 
the year. This presents a cost

For the Kids Art Class

A rainy day in early April. A 
couple of dozen kids. Indoors. 
As they putter away at their 
work, the visitor feels himself 
tensing his muscles involuntarily. 

A seasoned observer of chil- 
dren, he knows in his bones that 
their natural state is more akin to 
the drunken revel, a riot of ma- 
niacal laughter and chaotic motion 
and rules flouted with abandon. 
He well knows that when six- 
year-olds play softball, they take 
fifteen strikes, they run. the bases 
in the wrong direction, they 
blithely ignore the tag. 

And yet, here they are, chatter- 
ing happily, with a sobriety and 
concentration that would honor a 
group of monks. What dire 
threats, he wonders, must have 
been made to impose such seren- 
ity? 

It would seem that at the 
Children’s After-school Drop-in 
Art Program at Greenbelt’s Com- 


munity Center, no threats are 
necessary. They’re not even tied 
down. They like being there. 

It’s a brand-new program and 
quite unlike anything else in the 
Washington area, or perhaps in 
the country. Unlike most 
children’s organized activities, it 
doesn’t require parents to chart 
their schedules months in ad- 
vance, One simply shows up. 
The $1 an hour charge is paid on 
the spot.

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Proposed USDA Headquarters 
Complex at BARC on Hold |

No. final decision has been 
made by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) about locating the 
agency’s headquarters on a 
tract south of Sunnyside Av- 
enue in Beltsville between 
Rhode Island Avenue and the 
CSX. railroad tracks. The 
project is on hold pending a 
decision by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Dan Glickman. USDA 
is evaluating broader based 
budget and staffing issues. 

Betsy Bossart of Congress- 
man Steny Hoyer’s office ob- 
served: “In this climate, 
there are questions being 
asked ... Does it make sense 
with the changes that are go- 
ing on (downsizing, budget 
cuts) to build?” 

The Greenbelt City Council 
has vigorously protested plac- 
ing the proposed 350,000 
square foot complex on a 
115-acre tract on Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) land, citing traffic 
and environmental concerns. 

The National Capital Plan- 
ning Commission (NCPC), 
also disapproving of the loca- 
tion, has refused to recom- 
mend funding for the com- 
plex. Since NCPC’s actions 
in April-and May 1995 were 
advisory, USDA can either 
drop the project, ignore 
NCPC’s recommendation or 
resubmit the project for fur- 
ther review. 

Both NCPC and the city 
stressed that establishing the 
complex at BARC is contrary 
to BARC’s mission and mas- 
ter plan and the government’s 
goal of preserving the “Green 
Belt” of Open Space areas 
around Greenbelt. NCPC 
Stated that, by establishing 
such a facility at BARC in- 


stead of in the District of Co- 
lumbia or elsewhere.in. Prince 
George’s County or the re- 
gion, a precedent will be es- 
tablished that could poten- 
tially lead to the erosion of 
BARC’s research mission. 
Others have expressed their 
belief that locating the USDA 
complex on BARC land would 
protect the center from being 


sold piecemeal to private 


developers. They pointed to 
attempts to sell off parts of 
the center to the private sector 
in the 1980s. 7 


History 

In May 1995, USDA Act- 
ing Associate Deputy for Op- 
erations, Paula Carey, told the 
News Review that funding for 
the first stage of the USDA 
complex, about half of the to- 
tal needed, had already been 
appropriated by Congress with 
the remaining funds included 


in USDA’s Fiscal Year 1996 


Budget. Carey also noted at 
the time that a contract for 
both the design and construc- 
tion of the complex was in 
place. Some 1,500 employees 
would be housed in four 
buildings on the site. 

In the meantime, Environ- 
mental Systems Analysis, Inc. 
(ESA), hired by the city to 
review USDA’s Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS) for 
construction of the facility, 


found in its evaluation that. 


road improvements needed for 
the proposed office complex 
at BARC would have “sub- 
stantial impacts to Federally 
and State-regulated nontidal 
wetlands, and to 100 Year 
Floodplains of Beaverdam and 
Indian Creeks.” In noting 
that “none of these potential 
impacts were discussed in the 
Environmental Impact State- 


ment,” ESA was referring to 
the .impact..of ..upgrading 
Edmonston and Sunnyside 
Roads. 

USDA staff insist that 
these impacts were addressed 
in the EIS... 

In June 1995, ‘council had 
requested from USDA, under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA), records, docu- 
mentation and detailed infor- 
mation on file pertaining to 
the proposed complex. How- 
ever, when USDA estimated 
the cost of the research to be 
$12,310.80, council appealed 
to Congressman Steny Hoyer 
and to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Hoyer’s office sug- 
gested that, by cutting down 


the extensive information re- 


quested, the cost could be re- 
duced. The appeal before Sec- 
retary Glickman failed.

Gift of Life 

The week of April 21 - 27 
is National Organ and Tissue 
Donor Awareness week. As a 
liver transplant recipient, I am 
urging my fellow Greenbelters 
to consider becoming organ 
and tissue donors. I will soon 
be celebrating the 3-year anni- 
versary of my transplant, and 
I celebrate daily by counting 
my many blessings. Having 
survived the 
unique experience, I know that 
organ donors provide the only 
chance for transplant patients 
to renew their health and reju- 
venate their lives, This self- 
less gift of life that I received 


-1s one of such generosity that 


words can never express the 
gratitude I feel toward my do- 
nor and her family. 

The demand for organs ex- 
ceeds the supply, which means 
there is a shortage of donors. 
Many transplant patients are 
not surviving the wait for the 
life-saving organs they need. 

I hope that people will re- 
flect on this problem and real- 
ize that becoming a donor is 
the solution. The decision to 
become an organ and tissue 
donor can be disclosed on 
one’s driver’s license and by 
filling out a donor card. It is 
very important to inform your 
family of this decision, as 
they will be consulted for fi- 
nal consent. It is a decision 
for which someone like me 
will be forever grateful.

Editor’s note: For those 
interested in becoming a 
potential donor, the Maryland 
Motor Vehicle Administration 
now includes a donor designa- 
tion on the driver’s license 
providing necessary informa- 
tion to an emergency medical 
team in the event of an acci- 
dent. Emergency room doc- 
tors are in a position to save 
organs for transplantation. and 
can readily find via computer 
those nearby patients who are 
waiting for organs. The shelf- 
life of such organs is very 
Short, explained Merle 
Goldberg, spokesperson for

the George. Washington Uni- 
versity Medical Center. 

It is important, Goldberg 
noted, for young and healthy 
people, who are willing to be 
organ donors, to discuss the 
issue with close family mem- 
bers, sign a living will or give 
a medical proxy to a family 
member. She stressed that po- 
tential donors must be clear in 
expressing their wishes to 
their family. Any donor orga- 
nization would be connected 
by computer to the local hos- 
pital that would be involved in 
determining whether organs 
would be saved following a 
fatality. 


An Inviting Gateway 


The Advisory Planning 
Board's proposal to transform 
Cherrywood Lane into a two- 
lane street with bike lanes and 
enhanced safety and landscap- 
ing features would create a 
more inviting gateway to 
Greenbelt. 

At present, Cherrywood is 
an oversized, ugly speedway 
that has little relevance to the 
qualities that many of us value 
in Greenbelt. Why not lét our 
neighbors in Springhill Lake 
enjoy a safer, tree-shaded, 
people-friendly neighborhood 
street like others in Greenbelt? 

Regarding the concern that 
four lanes are necessary to ac- 
commodate future develop- 
ment, let’s look at facts. The 
City’s own studies show that 
currently Crescent Road car- 
ries more cars than 
Cherrywood, and the “full 
buildout” of Capital Office 
Park and Metro are not ex- 
pected to reverse this relation- 
ship. So, if a car-centered re- 
sponse is called for,. that 
would mean we should be 
planaing to widen Crescent 
Rd. to four lanes. I say let’s 
make Cherrywood more like 
Crescent instead.

Major information sought 
by council under FOIA was 
documentation of meetings 
that USDA engineers had had 
with representatives of 
Maryland’s State Highway 
Administration and Prince 
George’s County’s Department 
of Transportation. Reportedly, 
a program of road improve- 
ments. had. been warked out. 
It appears that since the 
USDA project has: been placed 
on hold, no further meetings 
have been held or plans re- 
leased dealing with the up- 
grading of roads to serve the 
complex. 

However, a revised BARC 
Master Plan, scheduled before 
NCPC for action on May 30, 
may provide answers to some 
of council’s questions.

Marvin Guy Clute, 64, a long- 
time resident of Greenbelt with 
his wife Shirley Morrison Clute, 
died suddenly of a heart attack 
on April 17. Marvin moved to 
Greenbelt when he and Shirley, a 
member of one of the first 
Greenbelt families, married in 
1953. 

Mr. Clute was born in Duluth, 
Minnesota.

Council Outlaws Recycling 
Scavengers, Okays Gun Deal

On April 15, the Greenbelt 
City Council held a regular meet- 
ing in the city council chamber 
and meeting room. Items on the 
agenda included an Ordinance to 
amend Chapter 17, “Solid Waste” 
of the Greenbelt Code to make it 
illegal to scavenge or make un- 
authorized collection of recy- 
clable material, approval of a 
resolution for the negotiated pur- 
chase of handguns for the Police 
Department, and a discussion of 
plans for the Greenbelt East Po- 
lice Substation to be located at 
the Windsor Green community 
building. Additionally, Janet 
Parker requested that the city 
council proclaim Jane 1 as a 
‘National Day of Commitment to 
and for Children,” and en- 
couraged members of the council 
and staff to join the cause. 

Mayor Bram proclaimed May 
5 through 11 as “Municipal 
Clerks Week.” She issued the 
proclamation to David Moran, 
Greenbelt’s Municipal Clerk. 
She thanked Moran for his out- 
standing service and commitment 
to the City of Greenbelt. The 
Mayor stressed the importance of 
the City Clerk’s functions. 

Mayor Bram also proclaimed 
May 5-11 as “Be Kind to Ani- 
mals Week.” Members of the Po- 
lice department and Animal Con- 
trol Warden were on hand to ac- 
cept the proclamation. She re- 
marked that it is the responsi- 
bility of mankind to protect our 
animal friends and creatures from 
need, pain, fear, and suffering. 
She recognized the importance of 
the City’s and other -municipali- 
ties’ animal care and control 
agencies for their invaluable con- 
tribution in caring for lost and 
unwanted animals and promoting 
a true working spirit of kindness 
and consideration for all animals. 
The Mayor continued by com- 
mending all citizens to particjpate 
in all events related to “Be Kind 
to Animals Week.” 

Janet Parker, Chairperson and 
member of GIVES Board of Di-

The City of Greenbelt has had 
problems with the scavenging of 
its recycled materials from bins 
outside homes and other facili- 
ties. This reduces the revenue 
making ‘capacity of the program 
for both the city and its contrac- 
tor. Accordingly, the City Coun- 
cil amended Chapter 17, ‘Solid 
Waste’ of the Greenbelt Code to 
distinctly identify recyclable ma- 
terials, the recycling process, re- 
cycle receptacles, etc. Section 
17-49 of the City code is 
amended to make it “unlawful 
for any person not authorized by 
the City to pickup,-collect, or

savings of $5,800. 

Reducing the expenses an- 
other couple thousand dollars 
is the proposal to print the 
City Government’s annual 
newsletter to the public as a 
section in the Greenbelt News 
Review for the cost of $1,600.

Holley Wallace 
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County Exec’s Budget 
Increases Police, 
And School Funding 


Prince George’s County Ex- 
ecutive Wayne Curry has sub- 
mitted to the County Council 
his proposed county budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 
1.. Unlike the arduous budget 
process last year that required 
dramatic reductions in services 
and the number of county em- 
ployees, the FY97_ budget, .ac- 
cording to Curry, reflects more 
stable financial conditions. 

Curry proposes increasing 
expenditures by 1.5% over 
FY96. While the budget is in- 
creased by $18 million, the en- 
tire amount and more will 
come from added revenues 
from outside sources, such as 


state aid, much of which is tar- 


geted for education and the li- 
brary system. County gener- 
ated revenues will actually 
drop by $1.6 million. 

Curry described the budget 
proposal as “a_ rational, 
straightforward resource-alloca- 
tron plan built on conservative 
assumptions. It emphasizes 
good management and account- 
ability and continues last 
year’s process of determining 
spending patterns based on re- 
alistic and measurable revenue 
calculations.” He added, “This 
budget does not do what it 
should. It does what it can.” 
Curry also described the bud- 
get as “a band-aid applied to.a 
very large wound. It does not 
invest in our future.” Principal! 
beneficiaries of the new budget 
will be education and police. 
The Board of Education will 
receive 61.7% of the overall 
budget, or $736.3 million, an 
increase of $32 million. Edu- 
cation will receive a larger 
portion of the total budget than 
it has in more than a genera- 
tion, Curry said. 

The budget also proposes 
adding 70 police officers to the 
force, bringing the sworn 
complement to 1,341. It-also 
adds resources to automate the 
police department’s support 
functions.

Changes to the subleasing 
policy and plans for the an- 
nual meeting were the main 
topics at the April 11 meeting 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI). Additional topics in- 
cluded the approval of a con- 
tract to replace air condition- 
ers in selected larger 
townhomes; a review of the 
city’s capital expenditure 
projects; and the approval of 
a letter to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission on 
proposed telecommunications 
legislation on satellite anten- 
nas that could affect the 
cooperative. 


Subleasing Policy 

The board has been dis- 
cussing the subleasing policy 
in recent months. A draft 
sublease document was pre- 
pared by management for dis- 
cussion which would extend 
leases from one to three years 
but with the rent-with-option 
to purchase clause included, 
The possibility of straightfor- 
ward subleasing, without a 
purchase option, was one area 
discussed at a special Febru- 
ary meeting on the issue. It 
was felt that a straight sub- 
lease would assist members 
who are facing hardships with 
houses that have not sold. In 


addition, it could eliminate a ki 


problem with illegal (not 
sanctioned by GHI) subleases.

numerous cubbyholes--a legacy 
from its pre-renovation days as a 
schoolroom--for storing smocks, 
supplies, coats, and completed 
works, 

The kids are amply supplied 
with (washable!) tempera: paints 
in numerous colors, easels, 
poster-sized paper, oil pastels, 
modeling clay, and other materi- 
als. 

Barbara Simon, local arts ma- 
ven and moving force behind thé 
program, acts as adult-in-chief, 
hovering solicitously, fetching 
supplies, offering tips and encour- 
agement. She is a short, ener- 
getic woman with a long, thick 
rope of braided copper-colored 
hair and a chuckle. She is aided 
by a couple of other volunteers. 
But their presence is understated. 
The kids are’ focused on their 
work, 

A young girl is finishing up a 
painting. It portrays someone not 
unlike herself standing under a 
rainbow. Just above her head is 
a small pink cloud on which are 
inscribed the words, “I love you, 
Mom.” Its eloquent, almost geo- 
metrical simplicity—it's filled 
with brightly-colored arcs, circles, 
and triangles—is strangely affect- 
ing. 

It’s not all that common nowa- 
days to encounter an image with 
integrity and power. . Television 
and the printing press expose us 
to an infinitude of images, but 
their very commonness--not. to 
say their crass commercial mo- 
tives--has deprived them of the 
power they formerly enjoyed. 
The coinage of the imagination 
has been debased. 

The experience of making 
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something yourself continuously 
confronts you with a kind of ne- 
cessity quite unlike the omnipres- 
ent parental Thou-Shalt-Nots. 
You begin to encounter a devel- 
oping sense of fitness, a discern- 
ing of an order of things from 
within that says, I must make a 
pink and green dinosaur with a 
shark’s head. | 

Glancing randomly around the 
room, one senses this process at 
work, almost like a background 
hum. Perhaps it is animating the 
small, bespectacled boy in the 
black baseball cap, who stands at 
an easel and studies what he has 
done. He seems to be carefully 
contemplating his next move. 

Currently the program is held 
on Tuesdays and Wednesdays 
from 3 to 6 p.m. Simon hopes 
to expand it to five days a week. 
If that takes place, more volun- 
teers would be needed. Each 
volunteer must be certified with a 
police clearance, the cost of 
which (doubtless because such 
record searches now traverse infi- 
nite expanses of cyberspace) has 
skyrocketed. That is a major ex- 
pense for a program which runs 
on the proverbial shoestring, and 
Simon is applying for a supple- 
mentary grant to help cover it. 

Donations (old shirts, coffee 
cans, scrap lumber, and, of 
course, money) are cheerfully ac- 
cepted. The program is being 
partially supported by grants from 
the Prince Georges County Com- 
munity Foundation and Greenbelt 
Unit #136, American Legion 
Women’s Auxiliary. Children 
ages 6 through 12, and 
preschoolers accompanied by a 
parent, may attend.
